THE TRIAL OF THE 


Members of the Annual Assay Com¬ 
mission are participants in a 
ritual which has persisted through¬ 
put the centuries. Its history 
dates bp.ck to the ancient Greeks 
when they took great pride in the 
weight and finesness of their coins, 
the Trial of the PYX, a Pyx being 
a box coins were put in, continues 
on to England and was established 
as a continous and regular ceremony 
during the reign of Edward III. 

The US Assay Commission was est¬ 
ablished in 1792 as a remedy for 
errors in the weight and alloy of 
the coins. The coins which are put 
in this pyx box were to be assayed 
by a jury of people which later 
on became known as the assay com- 
cission. This commission which 
is the longest continues commission 
in the United States meets once a 
year. All members of the commission 
are appointed by the President. 

This year Gary Lewis of Colorado 
Springs was one of the commission 
members while last year Mr. Walter 
Hollowell of Denver was a member. 

One of the most interesting events 
according to Gary Lewis, was get¬ 
ting some first had pointers from 
such experts as Frank Gasparro,

MILITARY PAY CERTIFICATES 
By Gary Lewis 


Military Pay Certificates 
are special U. S. Government 
notes that have been'issued 
in denominations ranging from 
5b to $20.00. There have 
been thirteen different series 
issued for the use of U. S. 
military and authorized civil¬ 
ian personnel overseas in 
certain controlled areas. 

MPC is no negotiable in the 
United States at any time. 

An urgent need for some type 
of special currency arose 
immediately after World War 
II. As a result of various 
black market activities some 
military personnel were 
able to accumulate huge pro¬ 
fits as they exchanged amounts 
into dollar credits far in 
excess of What they had been 
paid, some half a billon 
dollars. 

It really became apparent 
that some type of currency 
control was vitally needed. 

and discussed in the First 
Session of the 80th Congress. 
Finally, after various pro¬ 
posals and recommendations, 
it was decided to adopt a 
system of issuance of Military 
Pay Currency. The first series 
(series 461) was issued on 
September 16th, 1946. At 
first the use of MPC was wide 
spread (up to 21 countries at 
one time) but now it is not 
used at all, the last series 
651 being withdrawn from 
Korea on 20 Nov 1973. 


When it is found that unauthor¬ 
ized use of MPC exists it be¬ 
comes necessary to invalidate the 
current MPC, by calling in all 
authorized holders and issuing 
a new series. This conversion 
from the old to a new series 
takes place in a 24 hour period 
in which all military personnel 
are restricted to the base. No 
advance notice is given in order 
that the change-over would not 
leak out to unauthorized holders 
of the old series. After the 
deadline has passed the out¬ 
going notes are no longer ac¬ 
ceptable as legal tender. 


All MPC are lithographed 
(surface printed) instead of 
being produced from engraved 
plates as is regular U.S. currency. 
The first seven series were produced 
by two private firms while the 
last six were by the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing. At first 
MPC was quite standardized in 
design and color. But from 
series 521, each denomination 
has its own color combination 
with the larger denominations 
having individual designs. The 
size of the notes vary from 
llo/55 mm for all 5b through 
50b and 156/66 mm for $10 and 
$20. Not all series were issued 
with every denomination of 5b, 

10b, 25b, 50b, $1, $5, $10 and 
$20. in fact the $20 MPC was 
issued in oSily the 661, 681 and 
692 series. There is no longer 
a need for such a type of cur¬ 
rency control, but should a need 
come about, I am confident that 
MPC will;return.

This is a picture of an 
Athenian four drachma silver 
soin from the Fifth Century 
B.C. It shoxvs the owl, symbol 
of wisdom, luck and victory, 
an olive spray signifying peace 
and prosperity, and between 
them a samll, waning moon in 
memory of Athens' victory in 
the battle on Marathon.

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NATIONAL BANK NOTES 


National Bank Notes can always 
be identified by the presence of 
the words National Currency on 
the face of the note. Also, the 
name of the specific bank, its 
city and state of busines is 
usually on the face of the note. 
National Bank Notes were auth¬ 
orized by the National Currency 
Act of Feb 25, 1863 and June 3, 


The first issue of National 
Bank Notes is known as the 
"Original Series", which was 
followed by the series of 1875. 
The face design of the first 
charter $10 note shown.is the 
famous "Franklin and the Lightn¬ 
ing scene". The year of the 
experiment "1752" is on the note 
in back of Franklin's right knee. 
The Eagle and Liberty at right 
symbolizes "American Grasping 
the Lighting". 


The back design is "DeSoto dis.. 
covering the Mississippi". The 
Bank is the Monument National 
Bank of Charlestown, Massach¬ 
usetts. It is Donlon number 
A310. 
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
